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THE AWAKENING OF PUBLIC 
OPINION IN CHINA. 


———_— 
THERE has been no more hopeful 


proof of the posto that in not 
many years the world will be sur- 
prised by a regenerated China than 
the public mectings which have been 
held recently in Shanghai and their 
immediate consequences. The ex- 
istence of bodies of reformers and of 
individuals not aftiliated with any 
organised body but conscious of the 
necessity for and anxious to promote 
reform has been known now for some 
years. Dr. Yung Wing may be 
credited with being the father of 
reform in China, for it is the 
young men whom’ he persuaded the 
Government to send abroad to be 
educated who there saw for them- 
selves the necessity for reform. If 
the Government had treated them 
fairly when they returned to China, 
reform would not have made the pro- 
gress it has dune. If, as they expect- 
ed, they had been given office when 
they came back. they might have 
sunk into the official rut, and con- 
tented themselves with the loaves 
and fishes of mandarindom, making 
another example of the tendency to 
reversion to type. But the ignorant 
officials of the old school would have 
none of these young Chinese daws, 
as they regarded them, in foreign 
feathers. We remember not many 











months ago a Consular official re- 
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marking’ that he had tried to find 
the reformers in Shanghai, but the 


only people of the kind he could find } J 


were photographers and clerks in 
offices and translators and inferior 
persons generally. Naturally; for 
these men when the Government 
deserted them, as it did, had to make 
their living the best way they could ; 
and they have probably done as much 
good or more as photographers, ete., 
than they would have been able to do 
as magistrates in the far interior. 
These men, as we have said, have 
given the impulse to reform, and a 
large number of men in a very 
different position as far as_ official 
rank is concerned have joined them. 
The invaluable organ of the Society 
for the Diffusion of Christian and 
Gencral Knowledge, the “ Wan Kwoh 
Kung Pao,” with other publications 
of the Society, has been sowing the 
seed of reform all over the empire, 
and every missionary in the interior 
has been’ a little centre of in- 
fection. The sons of officials all over 
the country have been eager to read 
these books and periodicals, which 
have put newideas into their heads, for 
Chinese, imbued with conservatism 
as they are supposed to be, are fall 
of curiosity at the same time. The 
result of the war with Japan, and 
the very able account of that war 
published by Dr. Young J. Allen, 
clinched the nails that the Diffusion 
Society had been driving into the 
coffin’ of Chinese self-sufficiency, 
Not only did many of the older 
officials, many of them of high 
rank, begin to see the flaws in the 
system in which they were born and 
bred, but young Hanlins and doctors 
and bachelors, the flower of the literary 
aristocracy of China, were attracted 
to the banner of reform, and an asso- 
ciation was formed at Peking, the 
stronghold of conservatism, having 
for its president the son of one of the 
most conservative of China's Viceroys, 
that son being now himself the 
Governor of an important province. 
We need hardly refer again to the six 
young men who were murdered by 
the Empress Dowager at the time of 
the coup d'état; they were all re- 
formers, but at the same time they 
were men of rank and of high literary 
attainments. 

Partisans of Russia have naturally 
endeavoured to depreciate in every 
possible way the work of the reformers 
in Shanghai, for if there is one thing 
which the reformers as far as they 
are politicians especially cherish it is 
opposition to the disintegrating de- 
signs. of Russia. They want to 
adopt everything that is good and 
appropriate in Western civilisation 
but to keep their country free from 
Western aggression; their motto is 
China for the Chinese ; but they wel- 
come foreigners in every capacity but 
that of ruler. When we find the 
French paper published here repre 
Senting the recent meetings as at- 











tended only by the students of a 
nary college and disguised 
panese, an invention as silly as it 
is untrue, we gather at once that our 
contemporary can find no better 
arguments to use. As a matter of 
fact the later meeting at which some 
five hundred were present, excluding 
the hundreds who hung round it 
impelled by mere curiosity, comprised 
a number of Hanlins, doctors, and 
bachelors, and expectant officials of 
various grades, thechairman being the 
son of a high metropolitan official. 
The incidents in the meeting that 
have made a great impression both 
on Chinese and foreigners are that a 
young lady and a Buddhist monk 
Should have made speeches, and 
excellent speeches too. The young 
lady being the highly educated 
daughter of a prominent English- 
speaking Chinese at Tientsin, was 
known to many of those present, and 
was listened to with earnest atten- 
tion, but we are told that there was 
ashout of derision when the shaven- 
heuded monk got up to speak. ‘The 
idea that the representative of a class 
whose members are popularly” re- 
garded as among the lowest and 
mos' debased of mankind, should 
have the audacity to get up and talk 














to an educated and cultured audience 
was regarded as absurd ; but he soon 
conquered his hearers and was 
vehemently applauded when he 
sat down. We are informed 
that he comes from the mon- 


astery in which old Weng Tung- 
ho, ‘the former Imperial Tutor 
whose head the Empress Dowager 
was at one time anxious to collect, 
has taken refuge. The monk may 
have been inspired by the true pa- 
triotism which has taught the former 
tory Wéng Tung-ho to see that the 
old creeds of China are outworn, and 
that ifshe thinks she can stand still, 
she will inevitably fall. 

What the reformers have done here 
by these meetings is to awaken public 
opinion in China, and it will not be 
long before these two meetings at 
Chang Su-ho'’s garden in Shanghai will 
be recognised as marking a new epoch 
in the history of China. It has been 
the constant lament of those who 
know China and like the Chinese as 
apeople that there was no public 
opinion in the country. But this 
pubiic opinion has now been creat- 
ed and is spreading fast. News 
comes day after day of meetings in 
other parts, and of applications to the 
reformers’ committee for instructions 
as to conducting public meetings. It 
is no small thing that six of the 
eight Viceroys in China and a large 
number of the Governors of the most 
important provinces should have re- 
cognised the importance of these 
meetings and eagerly co-operated 
with the committee in their effort 1 
make the Throne realise the gravity 
of the situation. The movementis a 
graye one, fraught with good for the 














Empire, and no interested opposi- 
tion or detraction can now perman- 
ently stay its progress.

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THE MARTYRDOM AT 
TAIYUANFU ON THE 9ru OF 
JULY, 1900. 


BY AN EYE-WITNESS. 
29th. March. 

‘THE following is the first account 
that has reached the coast of the 
murders at T‘aiyuanfu in the yamén 
of Governor Yi Hsien by an actual 
eye-witness, a Christian who escaped 
with his life, and whose absolute 
trustworthiness is vouched for by Dr. 
Creasey Smith, who sends the account 
from Peking. It is known that the 
missionaries, men and women, Catho- 
lic and Protestant, met their death 
with @ heroism that moved the 
admiration even of their executioners, 
The account is as follows:— 

1, Yung Cheng, am a member of 
the Baptist Church, and was baptised 
by Pastor Farthing 18 months ago 
(I witnessed it, J.A.CS,). For some 
months previous to the massacre I 
had been living on the Baptist Mis- 
sion Society's premises at T'aiyuanfu, 
having a sickness which was being 
treated, and spending my time in 
study of the Scriptures. When Dr. 
Edwards's Hospital was burnt down 
I returned to my home (June 28th). 
I returned to the city, however, 
from Loupu, and was on the 8th Jul: 
at the village of Tiets‘un, about 10 li 
S.E. of Taiyuan, about 3 in the after- 
noon, when I saw Pastor Pigott of 
Shouyang, with bis wife and son, a 
gentleman (Mr. John Robinson) and 
a lady (Miss Duval), and two girls 
(Atwater girlies), going along in two 
carts, ‘They stopped at a food shop 
and the soldiera who were accom- 
paying them (I only saw 7 or 8) 

ought them some food. The two 
gentlemen were handeuffed. I saw 
Mrs. Pigott feeding her husband with 
small cakes and “mien” (boiled 
dough strings). Mr. Robinson fed 
himself, eating cakes only. Mr. 
Pigott, recognising me, asked where 
the pastors were in T’aiyuanfu, and 
I told him all had been taken to 
Chut‘ou hong, near the Governor's 
yamén, Whilst they were resting a 
short time, Pastor Pigott and Mr. 
Robinson preached to the people 
who gathered round. The people 
were much astonished and said: “ You 
are going to be killed for preaching, 
and yet goon doing so." That night 
the whole party of seven were put in 
the district prison. 

The next day I was on the atreet 
near the Governor's yamén; I saw a 
big crowd and went to see what it 
was they were following. I found it 
was the foreign pastors and their 
wives and children, and the Roman 
Catholic priests and nuns, and some 
Ohristians. I heard people say they 
were going to be killed, and I tried 
to get out of the crowd, but could 

re, Dot, so stayed and witnessed with 
Te 








my own eyes the killing of all the 
foreigners. The first to be led 
forth was Pastor Farthing. His wife 
clung to him, but he gently pat her 
aside and going in front of the 
soldiers, himself knelt down without 
saying a word, and his head was 
struck off by one blow of the ex- 
ecutioner’s knife. 

He was quickly followed by 
Pastors Hoddle and Beynon, Drs. 
Lovitt and Wilson, all of whom were 
beheaded with one blow by the 
executioner. Then the Governor, Yi 
Hsien, grew impatient and told his 
bodyguard, all of whom carried big 
beheading knives with long handles, 
to help to kill the others. Pastors 
Stokes, Simpson, and Whitehouse 
were next killed, the last one by one 
blow only, the other two by several. 
When the men were finished, the 
ladies were taken. Mrs. Farthing bad 
hold of the hands of her children 
who clung to her, but the soldiers 
patted them, and with one blow be- 
headed their mother. The executioner 
beheaded all the children and did 
it skilfully, needing only one blow; 
but the soldiers were clumsy, and 
some of the ladies suffered several 
cuts before death. Mrs. Lovitt was 
wearing her spectacles and held the 
hand of her little boy even when she 
was killed. She spoke to the people 
saying, as near as I remember: “ We 
ali came to China to bring you the 
ood news of salvation by Jesus 
‘hrist; we have done you no harm, 
only good, why do you treat us so?” 
A soldier took off her spectacles be- 
fore beheading her, which needed 
two blows. When the Protestants 
were killed, the Roman Catholics 
were led forward. The Bishop, an 
old man, with a long white beard, 
cuked the Governor Ya Hsien why 
he was doing this wicked deed. I 
did not hear the Governor give him 
any answer, but he drew his sword 
and cut the Bishop across the face 
one heavy stroke ; blood poured down 
his white beard, and he was beheaded. 
The priests and nuns quickly followed 
him indeath. ‘hon Pastor Pigott and 
his party were Jed from the district 
gaol which is close by. He was still 
andcuffed, and so was Mr. Robinson. 
He preached to the people till the 
very last, when he was beheaded with 
one blow. Mr. Robinson suffered 
death very calmly. Mrs. Pigott held 
the hand of her son, even when she 
was beheaded, and he was killed 
immediately after her. The lady and 
two girls were killed also, quickly. 
In all on that day forty-five foreign 
people were beheaded, thirty-three 
Protestants and twelve Roman Catho- 
lics. A number of native Christians 
were also killed; I did not see them 
all, but I wastold there were thirteen. 
The bodies of all were left where 
they fell till next morning, as it 
was evening before the work was 
finished. During the night they 
were stripped of the clothing and 


other things, such as rings and 
watches. Next day they were removed 
to a place inside the great South 
Gate, except some of the heads, 
which were placed in cages on the 
gates of the city wall. On the 11th 
July the remains were temporarily 
buried outside the great South Gate, 
to the West side. On the 10th July 
there were also killed many Catholic 
Christians, 1 heard sixty, and during 
the next few days a few more 
Protestants were also killed. 

All were surprised at the firmness 
and quietness of the foreigners, none 
cried or made any noise, except two 
or three of the children,

NORTH BORNEO. 
50th March. 

‘THE sight of a good man struggling 
with the stormns of fate is a sight that 
stirs the sympathy of the most “ give 
me a word—callous,” and for years 
we favoured residents in this grand 
old empire have watched with the 
most heartfelt sympathy the efforts 
of British North Borneo to reach the 
ideal which it has always set before 
itself, of becoming one of the brightest 
jewels in the British Crown, A 
special sympathy we feel in Shanghai, 
because it was two Shanghai men, 
Sir Alfred Dent and the late Mr. W. 
B. Pryer, with some assistance from 
a Hongkong man, Baron Overbeck, 
who took it over from the original 
American coucessionnaire, Mr. Torri 
and made it a British Colony, o1 
requiring inhabitants. Regularly 
receive the fortnightly Government 
organ, “The British North Borneo 
Herald and Fortnightly Record,” and 
always find in it something of interest, 
though it is only occasionally that we 
notice that the Governor has resigned 
and a new one has been persuaded to 
try his hand at running a colony 
which she Directors starve, and which 
has always suffered from’ a general 
course of starvation alternated with 
spasmodic injudicious expenditure 
as on tailways which lead from no- 
where to nothing. 

‘There is an amusing editorial note 
in the issue of the “Herald” for the 
lst of March, that immediately re- 
minds one of the note that appeared 
for a long time on the cover of the 
“ Fortnightly Review We regret 
to have to inform our read 
owing to the great pressure of bi 
ness in the Government Printing

employed or dissatistied in China. 
Chihli could spare « few thousand 
Boxers who wonld be better employed 
in sawing sleepers in Borneo than 
in wearing them up and burning 
them in North-China :— 

“We are prepared to offer land in fre- 
acre blocks to bund fide settlers in the 
immediate nei how! of Sandakan, 
say Hoceara, Sibooga, rusan, Duyon, &e., 
on ten years’ Jesse at annual rept of one 
doller per acre for unclesred land.

~ ‘THe Océanien brought us a cop} 
of the China Blue Book just issued, 
a volume of xxiv and 200 pages. 
The full title of it is “ Correspond- 
ence respecting the Disturbances in 
China,” and it is particularly interest- 
jing to us, covering as it does the 
| period from the 29th of June to the 
30th of September last year. It 
would be suill more interesting if 
we were not convinced by even a 
cursory glance at the 23-page table 
of contents, that only a selection is 
given of the documents which passed 
during that critical period. It opens 
with a dispatch from Lo Féng- 
In, the Chinese Minister in London, 
to the Marquis of Salisbury, 
dated the 29th of June, convey- 
ing the terms on which the 
Viceroys at Nanking and Wuchang 
were prepared to co-operate with the 
Consular Body at Shanghai in keep- 
ing order on the Yangtze. But tor 
the seriousness of the occasion these 
would be amusing from the fact that 
they are virtually a series of instruc- 
tions to the Foreign Powers, couched 
as orders from a superior to an in- 
ferior. For instance, No. 2 is an 
order that “the duty of protecting 
Shanghai shall be confided to the 
‘Treaty Powers;” then come a number 
of prohibitions, and an instruction 
“that any measures which the Powers 
may take for the defence of Shanghai 
shall be conducted in the least 
obtrusive manner possible, and so as 
to avoid exciting the fears of the 
populace, some of whom might other’

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wise avail themselves of the occasion 
to create disturbances, which it might 
not be easy to control.” But the 
cream of the dispatch is in Mr. Lo’s 
impudent postscript; “An Imperial 
Rescript has just Been received, stat- 
ing that the Foreign Legations con- 
tinue to receive the plenary provec- 
tion of the Imperial Government.” 
This statement is brilliantly illani- 
nated by an Imperial’ Decree 
of the 26th of June sent to Li Hung- 
chang, who was then still at 
Canton, Liu Ki'un-yi, and Chang 
Chih-tung: “You have estimaited 
your resources and advise peaceful 
measures. ‘The Boxers are now in 
Peking, and have made their way 
into every part; their hatred of 
foreign missionaries is implacable. 
Were it attempted to suppress them 
by force, a catastrophe would be 

recipitated in the capital, and the 
inhabitants would be plunged in 
misery. We can now only’ employ 
the means we cannot contrel ; a 
remedy for the state of affairs must 
be sought later. We are quite help- 
less, and war is being forced upon 
us. Hesitate no longer. Collect 
forces and money for the defence of 
the provinces you govern.” How 
the Yangtze Viceroys’ terms were 
regarded by Lord Salisbury is shown 
in the following memorandum : 

The Chinese Minister called at this 
Office on the 4th instant and asked my 
viow with respoct to th arrangements 
proposed by the Viceroys of Nanking and 
Hankow, to the Consular Body at 
hoi, with regard to the joint action to be 
taken in the case of certain eventualit 

I answered that I could fully recognise 
‘the excellent spirit in which these pro- 

wero devised; but that Hor 
\jesty’s Government could not accept 
them 28 9 contract which they were bound 
to execute, I pointed out that they in- 
yolved the renunciation of righte which 
Great Britain possesses under tho Treaties, 
and that they impose on Her Majesty's 
Government duties which belong to the 
Chinese Government. 

Bo fer as it appears to Her Majesty's 
Government to be expedient to execute 
their provisions they will gladly do so, but 
each case must be judged on its merits.

Having distinctly stated that the 
duty, not the right, to protect Shang- 
hai’ was confided to the ‘Treaty 
Powers, the Yangtze Viceroys on the 
8rd of July stipulated that these 
Powers were not to land any troops 
in the Yangtze Valley or the province 
of Chékiang. We note that on the 
same day the first allusion is made, 
in this Blue Book, to the very im- 
portant proposal that Japan should 
send an expedition for the rescue of 
the Peking Legations, and to this the 
U.S. Government expressed its. will- 
ingness to accede. On the 5th of 
July the U.S. Ambassedor in London 
sent to Lord Salisbury the declara~ 
tion of the a'titude of his Government 
towards China which was published 
in our columns at the time, and it 
aust be allowed that this attitude 














has been consistently maintained. 
It has appeared sometimes as if the 
U.S. Government were a litile luke- 
warm in co-operation with the other 
Powers, but they have keptasti 
course throughout, and the r 
of their expeditionary force 
of Great Britain have been particular: 
ly cordial. On the Gth of July Lord 
Salisbury tells Sir Claude Macdonald 
that Mr. Lo Féng-lu had called on 
him with a message from Li Hung- 
chang saying “that, in his opinio 
the Legations at Peking were s 
unhurt.” Lord Salisbury yoes on to 
say — 

He also wished to consult me as to the 
possibility of obtaining from the Treaty 
Powers either a guarantee of the territory 
of China, or a self-denying Ordinance in 
any action circumstances may call on them 
to take in the present disturbed state of 
the country. 

The Minister stated that Russia had 
been consulted in the same sense, and had 
expressed her willingness to guarantee 
the integrity of the Chinese Empire. 

I said I was much gratified to hear this ; 
but I could, naturally, not give an answer 
on so grave a demand without consulting 
my coll 
delay. All I could say was that the golicy 
apparently pursued by Russia was entirely 
in harmony with the principles and objects 
of this country, and I should be very glad 
to find tho aims of the two Powers entirely 
coincident. 

On the 5th of July the I 
Government approached Lord Si 
bury on the subject of the joint 
action of wl the Powers in China, 
and on the same day the British 
Ambassador at Paris reported M. 
Deleassé’s anxiety about P ne 
his desire that all the Powers should 
send a telegram to the de sucto 
government at Peking, warning its 
members that they would be held 
personally responsible for the lives 
and safety of ali the Europeans in 
the capital. On the Gth M. Delcassé 
was informed of Lord Salisbury’ 
proposal that Japan should send 
reinforcements tu China as promptly 
as possible. On the Sth of July Lord 
Gough sent from Berlin a memo- 
randum from theGerman Government. 
which is worth quotation as it deals 
with the extraordinary proposal of 
the Tientsin Consuls that the tombs 
of the Chinese Emperors should be 
destroyed to intimidate the Manchus 
in Peking. The memorandum, which 
is dated the 4th of July, is as 
follows :— 

‘The Government of His Majesty the 
Emperor and King cannot, indeed, at the 
present stage of the Chinese crisis, antici- 
pate any material result from the collec- 
tive declaration of the Powers, proposed 
in the aidemémoire from the British 
Embassy, to the effect that all persons in |

‘The Government of His Majesty consi- 
der, however, that they should give pro- 
minence to the fact, that neither would 
they have held aloof, if the proposal of the 
Consuls at Tientsin, to threaten the 
destruction of the Chinese Imperial tombs 
had met with the concurrence of the other 
Powers. It appears to the Imperial Gov-

In view of enquiries addressed to Im- 
perial Government concerning the ulterior 
military measures which the Powers may 
have to undertake in China, the latter 
considers it urgent to come immediately 
to a positive understanding on the sub- 
ject. 
ar question of the most important nature 
at once presents itself, that of the unity 
of action of all the international detach- 
nients on Chinese territory ; or, otherwise 
expressed, the question of the concentra- 
tion in one single hand of the general 
command and direction of all these de 
tachments. 
‘The Imperial Government gather that 
the opinion of the foreign Cabinets differs 
on this point; some think that the inter- 
national forces may be put under the or- 
ders of the Senior Commander, others that 
the number of troops of 2 certain nation- 
ality should affect the selection of the 
‘Commander-in-Chi 
Either method, being based on a casual 
civeumstance, subject to frequent changes, 
is open to serious practical inconvenience. 
In these circumstances, it would seem 
useful to establish by common agreement 
more stable principles for the unity of ac- 
tion so necessary for success against the 
insurrectionary movement in China. 
Considering that the efforts of the 
Powers tend to the same object, equally 
serious for all, the Imperial Government 
think that special importance should not 
he attributed to the activity of this or that 
detachment. Whether the troops of any 
nationality be concentrated in the rear- 
guard or be at the head of a column, whe- 
ther it defends positions already conquer- 
ed, undertakes reconnaissances, or guards 
lines of communication ; all this, indepen- 
dently even of the numerical strength of 
the detachment, should have the same 
value in tho view of the Powers as contri- 
buting to tho accomplishment of the work 
undertaken in common.

THE MARQUIS OF SALISBURY TO SIR C. SCOTT. 
Foreign Office, 20th July, 2900. 
(Telegraphic. i 
The communication recited in my pre- 
ceding telegram was considered yesterday 
by the Cabinet. but before we can express 
any opinion on it, we find it essential to 
have so ze further explanations as to its 
nd intention. 
caks in nrst paragraph of the ul- 
itary measures which the Powers 
have to take in China, and it suggests 
econd paragraph that for the purpose 
of these measures the general command 
and direction of all the interrational de- 
tachments on Chinese territory should be 
concentrated in one single hand for tho 
Purpose of securing unity of action. 
What is the meaning of these phrases? 
What are the “ulterior military mea- 
sures" to which allusion is made? Does 
the sentence implr. as the juxtaposition 
of expressions would seem to indicate, that 
“all the international detachments on 
Chinese territory ” ere to be employed upon 
these ulterior military measures? and that 
for that purpose all these detachments are 
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of the General Commanding? 

‘These phrases make it matter of the 
greatest interest to know the views of the 
Russian Goverament with respect to this 
proposed General Commanding, the man- 
ner of his choice, and the powers to be 
placed in his hands. ‘The rest of the tele- 
gram throws little light upon this sub- 
ject. 
7 Count Lamsdorff condemns without 
hesitation the plan of selecting such a 
Commander in deference to superior rank, 
or to the greater size of the coutingent he 
commands. 

T entirely concur with Count Lamsdorft 
in thinking that the appointment of a 
Geueral Commanding in pursuance of 
these considerations would not be satis- 
factory. 

The observations made in the two last 
sentences of the telegram appear to be 
intended to bear on this question. But I 
am not able to trace the deduction which 
Count Lamsdorff means to draw from them 
them. 

You should place these observations be- 
fore Count Lamsdorff, and request further 
explanations of the points raised in them, 
urging especially the importance of some 
definine undertsanding as to the nature, 
scope, and object of the military opera- 
tions whieh he contemplates. 

On the 21st Sir Charles Scott 
telegraphs to Lord Salisbury giving 
an explanation furnished him by 
Count Lamsdorff, to the effect that 
all that was meant was that the time 
had come fur the military forces in 
China to be put under one head. As 
to the other points “the Russian 
Government had not yet been able to 
form any definite opinion. 


‘There’ are two or three notices of 
the assurances given by Lo Féng-lu 
and Wn ‘Ting-fang that the Lega- 
tions were being constantly protected 
by the Chinese Government, and it is 
evident that the Foreign Offices took 
these assurances for what they were 
worth. Sir Charles Scott wires on 
the 22nd of July that Count Lams- 
dorff is very anxious {to “clear tho 
Russian Government “ from the odious 
and entirely undeserved charge, that 
they had hesitated to accept ‘Japan's 
assistance, and had thereby assumed 
the grave responsibility of hindering 
the prompt relief of the Legations.” 
He reiterated that all that Russia 
had done was to object to an inde- 
pendent mandate being given to 
Japan, it being possible to inter- 
pret Lord Salisbury’s proposal. in 
this sens, On the 21st of July 
the Brit Ambassador at Paris 
handed the French Minister for 
Foreign Affairs a memorandum point- 
ing out that Great Britain knew 
nothing about Russia’s “fundamental 
and would like to know the 
views of France regarding them; the 
immediate question was the deliver- 
ance of the Legations and other 
foreigners: and it seemed “premature 
to speak of the re-establishment, by 
the joint action of the Powers, of a 
Central Government in China capable 
of insuring order and security.” 
Russia, as we know, was working in 
the interest of Li Hung-chang to 
replace the Empress Dowager in 
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power, for Russia does not want to 
see a strong and enlightened Govern- 
ment at Peking. 

To the appeals for assistance from 
the Emperor Kuang Hsit the Powers 
generally replied that they would be 
very glad to help him as soon as their 
Ministers were restored to liberty and 
safety. -During this time telegrams 
were going to and fro with reference 
to the landing of 3,000 British troops, 
and on the 28th of July Mr. Warren 
wires to Lord Salisbury: “I request 
ed H.M. Consul at Nanking yesterday 
to inform me of the exact terms on 
which the Viceroy consents to the 
friendly occupation of Shanghai. He 
has to-day replied that every'hing is 
left to my discretion, and that the 
Viceroy’s consent is unconditional. 
ELE. will not refuse absolutely, but 
will raise objections if any other 
Powers intimate that they intend to 
station a garrison at Shanghai.” 
This is a subject we must resume 
on another occasion.

RUSSIAN UNREST. 
2nd April. 

Matters in Russia are evidently 
in a very serious state. Martial law 
has been proclaimed in various 
places and the Czar himself has 
presided over a council to consider 
what steps should be taken to check 
further excitement. In a democratic 
country there would be bat one 
means’ of achieving this end, viz, 
to search out the causes of the 
outbreak and so dispose of them that 
they should no longer be a menace. 
Our telegrams do not give much 
hope that this course witl be fol- 
lowed in Russia. The tendency of 
autocratic government is towards 
repression ; amelioration of conditions 
is a secondary consideration, and a 
Russian official has scant regard for 
the feelings or desires of such as 
would argue with him. 

Unrest is not confined to Russia. 
Germany, France, Italy, and England 
know from dear-bought expeiience 
what may be feared from popular 
ferment. But there is this extra- 
ordinary difference between the un- 
rest of Russian and that of Western 
Europe. Hers is that of the educated 
classes. Chartism in England, long 
since dead; Communism in France, 
still surviving though quiescent: and 
Socialism in Germany, daily gather- 
ing force: all these find their sirength 
amongst the lower orders, and their 
numbers in the proletariat. 
Russia it is different; many of 
Nihilists are amongst the best 
educated of her people, men and 
women of gentle birth, of spotless 
honour, and unblemished lives. The 
lower orders have as yet been touched 
but little by the burning desire for 
some of the freedom of the West 
which consumes the more ardent 
patriots. A recent writer thus 
refers to the limitation of Russian 
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iy underlying

Even Mr. Stead could not 
defend such a “ wretched coil of mis- 
understanding and mismanagement,” 
and wrote very rightly : “No greater 
disaster could be imagined for Russia 
than that the rising youth of the 
country should be driven into bitter 
antagonism to the Emperor. . . . .

All these things combine to make 
the internal condition of Russia at 
the moment oue of grave unrest.

Neither does the sedulously 
cultivated feeling against Creat 
Britain and Germany. The situation 
is indeéd fraught with most serious 
possibilities. It is certain that the 
Czar wants peace: it is no less trae 
that his wisest counseliors agree with 
him. But there is ever in Russia a 
war party, a party which would stick 
at nothing to gain their ends. The 
danger is that their constant urging 
and the impossibility of quieting 
linternal commotion without an ex- 
ternal complication to distract atten- 
tion from home affairs may combine 
to force upon the Government adven- 
tures that may lead to war. This 
is an additional reason why events in 
the Far East should be watehed more 
closely than ever. The use of exterior 
irritants for the reduction of abnorinal 
internal heat is as characteristic of 
politics as of medical practice.

As is the'case with other Chinese words 
tho name of the famous Western Capital 
(PARE) as it is not infrequently called, has 
sutlered from the vasaries of romanis: 
appowing variously as Sian, Sin, 
Sengan, Sign, Hsinan, and a fewother 
forms, as well as tha: selected for use in 
this paper. These differing combinations 
are all used to represent the sounds in the 
mandarin language of the two characters 
PGR, which may be translated Western 
Peace, or perhaps, the West Pacitied. 
The official rank of the city is that 
of Fu (ff), usually translated Prefecture, 
though since this particular prefecture is 
the seat of the provincial government 
of Shensi (KPH) it is known locally as 
the sheng (¢ province) or Provincial 
Capital,“ In the Chiese governmental 
e each prefectare is divided for 
administrative purposes into a certain 
number of dupartments known ay hsiew 
(BR), the coutral of each of which is 
exercised from a city within its borders 
and called by the same name, Thus it 
comes that one departmental city in exch 
prefecture is also the prefectural city, 
as such usually, It not invarixily. ix 
nown by a different name. Wuchangfy 
(ERG), tho capital of Hupeh, for 
example, is also (ZCBEBR) Chianghs 
hsien, ‘yet those are uot two Is 
one and the same.

Quite a number of men areengagedin taking 
paperrubbingsofthesedifferent inscriptions, 
which are gold by pediars and in shops;

Une building, locked xgainst the casual 
visitor, is said to contain a portrait uf 
Confucius, alsy cut in stone. ‘The Peilin 
does not contain the only table's of interest, 
in the city, but of others we weed not here 
speak. The visitor bent on antiquarian res 
serch will find willing and competent 
guides among the rubbing pedlars who will 
find out his Iodging placo ere he has been 
long within the city walls. 


The south-western section of the city is 
also largely residential, Here are cool 
streets, lying in the shade of trees that must 
have sheltered these courtyards feom the 
sun's rays for many centuries past. Here 
are the homes of men of rank, retired from 
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office or absout at their posts in distant 
parts of the empire. 

In this section is the yamén of the 
Governor General of the three proviness— 
Shensi, Kausu, and Hysinehiang (BRIE), 
but since the Viceroy has taken up his 





residence in Lanchou, the capital of Kan-| 





su, it has been occupied hy she Gov 
of Shensi. Before his door is the great 
bazaar of the'city, covering several acres of 
ground. A stirring scene it is, whether i 
the eariy morning or in the cool of th+ day. 
Hero fortunes are told, heads shaved, 
corns cut, teet’r pulled,’ stories rolated, 
advices given, marriages arranged, refresh~ 
ments furnished, a thousand and one odds 
and ends bought aud suld, debts collected, 
Joans contracted, sweetmeats and fruit 
vendo, monkeys ‘and bears, peep shows 
and Punch and Judy exhibited, t 

with an innumerable catalogue ‘of trivial 
transactions, all in the open air. 

Ths north-wostern section of the city 
is perhaps the briskest ; in the others 
the proportion of open apace is gronter 
than in this. The westerly” part 
is the habitat of the Szechuxnexe, who 
emigrate in larze numbers, supplying the 
neighbouring provinces with coolies, bar- 
bers, innkeepe:s, and artisans, indeed in 
some vf the cities along the southern 
border of Shensi, the Szechusnese are 
more numerous than the natives. This 
is the result of two comp'emyntary forces. 
Famine and rebellion depopulstet the 
Shensi citivs, overcrowding sends the 
Szechuin man to seek a living elyewhere 
thin at home, But the mos: important 
feature of this north-western — section 
is the Mahomedun population and 
their mosyies. Of thos there are t 
one of whieh it is said by the local Alt 
hungs 10 be tho most ancient in China. 
Tt wan partially destroyed by Gre long 
ago, but plun of the original building 
ig still to ho seen cut on a slab of stone 
in one of tho courtyards. After tho 
rebellion the mosques wore allowed to 
main, but as I hsioh (38), or Froe 
Sckools, no longer as Worship ‘Lompley 
(FEF lipaissa). Williniason (Journeys 
in North China) telly that he found in 
the vestibules tablets to the Emperor and 
to Confuciua with an outfit for burning 
incense. But unis has been moditied in 
more recent years. ‘The tablet to the 
ange has disupperred, so has the incense 
censor, ‘The tablet to the Lord of the 
Myriad Yours remains, but the Abhung, 
always ready to conduct # visitor, hurrie 
him past with a shrug, saying, | Don't 
bother revding that; it’s only there as x 
matter of form.”

‘the Mahomedans in China are a peoplo 
racially distinct from the Chinese, thougi. 
not without admixture of Chinese blow!, 
‘Their own account of their origin is tha’ 
three thousand soldiers eame from the 
West (FEF) at the request of the Chinese 
Emperor to propagate the newly-founded 
religion, At the invitation of ho Emperor 
thy strangers settled in the hind and were 
providul with wives of the daughtors of 
Han, Suecveding generations drew on the 
same source for their sons, bur never zave 
theit dvwhters outside their uwn oy 
munity. ‘The feet of their women bear 
testimeny the truth of this tradition, 
which muy be accepted without hesita- 
tiov, for the Chinese themselves are_no 
more zealows in deforming that limb. - The 
Mahomedsns in China dwell, as a_rul-, 
within the city walls and do not devote 
themselves to agriculture. ‘They take 
military degrees, seldom literaty ones, and 
in largo nuinbers act in military capacities 
in different places. . 

‘Tho population of Hsian has of course 
heen variously estimated by exsual visitors. 
Phe present writer, who has had some 
opportunity of juiging, is convirced that 
these are for the most part exaggerated 
and that any figure larger than a quarter 















































































of a million probably errs by excess. 
Questions of city populations, however, 
must always remain matters of opinion, 
more or less well based, more or less well 
formed. 

Hsian is naturally rich in antiquarian 

Curio dealers are plentiful. 
ing back to the tenth century 
of one era are not uncommon in the 
currency. 

While tho trado of the city is not 
inconsiderable, it is largely ret:il. The

Your Exceuescy,—As the Committee 
ted by © meeting of Newchwang 
mts for the purpose, we have the 
honour to inform Your Excellency that we 
hve handed to the Senior Consul here for 
transmission to the Doyen of the Diplomatic 
Body at Peking, a scheme for the establish. 
ment of a Municipal Council to cart mit 
much-needed improvements in the Chinese 
‘Town and Foreign Quarter at this Port. 
‘Notwithstanding’ the forty years during 
which Newchwang bas been open to Foreign 
trade, little has been done to improve the 
conditions under which we live. A short 
piece of bunding, a few lamp-posts, and a 
few narrow paths connecting—more or less— 








the 


the Foreign residences, are the only signs of 
any attempt in this direction. The main 
roads through the Foreign Quarter are in 
the same primitive condition that the 
were when the port was opened. In sum- 
mer they are impassable quagmires full 
of dangerous holes, in winter they afford 
an inexhaustible supply of dust. Before the 
sanitary control introduced with the Russian 
occupation of the town, g rbage and slops 
were flung down at our house doors, while 
our compound walls formed convenient spots 
of shelter for the defwcating coolie. Th- fine 
climate of Manchuria has perhaps rendered 
cndurabie ¢ state of things which would be 
thought disgraceful in many a smaller and 
less important port, but even so there can be 
no question that avoidable disease, such as 
enteric fever, has claimed man} s from 
among the Foreign re-idents, while in recent 
years sharp remind: rs have been given us of 
the n-ed of sauitation in the shape of the 
epidemics of cholera and bubonic plague 
which have devastated the port. . 

The water-supply, consisting entirely of 
open ponds to catch the surface wates, is not 
only quite inadequate to the nocds of the 
Chinese and Foreign population, but is liable 
to, indeed inevitably exposed to, contamina- 
tion, and provides a prolific source of disease. 
Large quantities of water have to he brought 
in from outside districts by cart and boat, 
and the money spent annually by the Foreiga 
and the Chinese Community in this way 
must amount to a considerable sum, sufficient 
rmany times over to make a municipal water: 
supply—whatever the proces adopted—a 
paying concert

constantly eating into and 
destroying, now at one spot, now at another, 
the left bank on which lie the town and 
Foreign residences. ‘That the encroachments 
have not been greater is owing 
sums that have been spent by shipping fit 
such as Meaers. Bash Brothers, dacdine, 
Matheson & Co., and Butterfield and Swire, 
as well as the’ LM. Customs, in. bund 
their foreshores. But it can hardly be ex 
pected, that the whole expense can fall on a 
ew. The fact that the very existence of th 
town may be threatened at 

renders it necessary that regular huuding 
works should be constructed. 

Comnwunications throughout the town, and 
with the Vingkou terminus of the Imperial 
Chinese Railway, on the right lank of the 
Liao, and the terminus of the Eastern Chinese 
Railway are in the same unsatisfactory 
condition. If trade is to prosper, no time 
should be lost in constructing good roads, a 
work in which the Railways would doubtless 
co-operate. 

Much might be written about the press 
necessity for reform which faces us in New- 
chwang, but what has been written above 
will be sufficient to show Your Excellency 
and Your Excellency’s colleagues that we 
are now submitting an urgent matter to your 
consideration. 















































Municipal kind 
; sted here has heen a 
Road Committee. This Committee collected 
voluntary subscriptions from the Foreign re- 
sidents—the Chinese subscribing nothing—to 
make and Keep up the paths aud lamps men- 
tioned before. While the port was at its 
smallest the Road Fund possessed neither 
means nor powers at all equal to what was 
required of it, With the present, size of the 
trade, and the large number of Foreign re- 
sidents which railway construction and poli- 
tical events have brought tothe port, it has 
become evident that not only is such an 
institution useless, but even detrimental, as 
blocking the way — with the false idea that 
something is being done—to urgently nected 
reforms. : 

Some of the above considerations have 
been for many years present to the minds of 
Newchwang residents. Schemes ba 
doviced before to raise furds for Municipal 
purposes, notably Mr. Consul Hosie’s scheme 
to tax the trade 2 per mill to make a bund 
the whole length of the town. But difficul- 
ties, chiefly raised by Chinese officialdom, 
not bs the Chivese merchants who 
alive to the advantages to be derived from 
improvements and willing to pay tewards 
them, have stood in the way, and the schemes 
have fallen to the ground. 

‘The present situation of the port, however, 
suggests a way by which a Municipal Council 
may possibly be brought into existence, and

an assured ineome derived from taxing pro- 
rty and trade. If the Foreign residents 
wish to tax their own trade and property for 
the general benctit, and their respective go- 
vernments approve of their doing 6», it is 
conceivable that the Russian authorities now 
oceupying the port will consent to tax the 
Chinese in the same way, more especially it 
the latter are willing to be taxed. % 

A meeting therefore of residents and sub- 
seribers to the Road Fund was called, at 
which the resolutions which are being ¥ 
warded to Your Excellency through the 
Senior Consul were adopted. ‘The meeting 
was representative of the Foreign Com 
munity, with the exception of the Japanese 
merchants, who were mostly absent from the 
port. ‘The resolutions were carried by 
majority of 14 votes to 5, Among’ the 
minority was only one individual engaged in 
the trade of the port, the others being 
Consuls in their private’ capacity, and mis- 
sionaries ; the voting therefore, so far as the 
merean community is concerned was 

tically unanimous, and included one 
‘of the Consular Body who voted 
merchants. 

As, however, the wishes of the Community 
bave’ been transmitted to the Diplomatic 
Body through the Consuls, some of 
voted with the minority, it becomes ev 
that in some cases Your Excellency’s col- 
loagues will receive reports on this subject 
through an unsympathetic medium. It is for 
this reason, and that misunderstandings may

It is entirely inexplicable that Consuls 
should adopt an attitndy of opposition to 
what must le called absolutely necessary 
reforms.

THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

What of the negotiations? ‘The ofticial 
reply is: They are proceeding satisfactorily 
considering the amount of detail that has 
to be considered and the conflicting in- 
terests that require to be adjusted. ‘The 
Ministers have not been idle. Some 5 
meetings have been held up to date, The 
firet detinite outcome was the issue of the 
Peace Protocol, exch article of which 
demanded careful consideration. Next 
the punishinent of the leaders of Buxerism 
and the settling on a list of those yet to be 
punished, Then there was the difficulty 
of delimiting and apportioning the Lega 
tion Quarter. ‘The Imperial Customs are 
to be allowed to remain in the Legation 
area and mainly to reoceupy their former 
ground, The expatriation of all Chinese 
was agreed upon but not the method of 
their compensation. Tho plans of forti- 
fication submitted by the Military Com- 
mission have not been fully accepted by 
the Ministers and civil authorities. Tho 
Germans do not seem inclined to wait, for 
they have nearly completed the erection 
‘of barracks for their Legation guard. ‘The 

eneral principles of compensation have 

eeu laid down and the indemnities and 
other claims are now being made out by 
the various Powers. After the experty aro 
entiefied with the guarantees no other 
question will necessitate the continuance 
Of tho present régime. While it is officially 
denied that any definite orders have been 
received aa to the departure of trovps, 
there is little doubt some are making pre- 
parations for clenring out. The Australians 
will have left by the time this reaches 
Shanghai, The Americans are s-lling off. 
Neither the Fretich uor the Germans can 
afford to remain. As for the British, they 
aro not in the count, for they have ouly 
a few brigades of Indian troops—efficient 
enough as a fighting force. 

THE IRON HORSE. 

Tho one booming concern just now is 
the building of railways. ‘tho French 
have reopened the line to Paotingfu, and 
brought it through the walls of the Chi- 
nese city on to the Ch‘ienmén. They ‘are 
preparing a large area of ground outside 
the west wall for fitting-rooms and sidings 
that will be necessary at the terminus of 
the Peking-Hankow trunk line. ‘The grave 
question of the graves has been settled by 
an ultimatum to clear the ground, So the 
Chinese are now busy digging up their 
dexd and removing their ancestors. ‘The 
British are preparing to straighten the 
Tientsin track and continue it into the 
Tartar City witha branch Jine to. Tung. 
chou. The Russians aro arranging for 
their line from the north of the eapital to 
Mane’ uria,

BURIED IX THR RUE 
Near the Twin Pazodas isa amall temple, 
or rather a room of 15 by 18 feet, built on 
the side of the canal. Underreath is an 
ol canal partly filled with rubbish, xnd the 
floor of the temple rested on one long st»ne 
which spannet the old canal, On Sunday 
night this rom was packed with listeners 
to the music given in honour of the God of 
Agriculture, when suddenly the long stone 
snapped in’ the middle under the pressure 
of tho great mass, and in a second's time 
roi, tiles, beams, walls, flooring and the 
axsembled crowd ‘were precipitated down 
the bunk with a fearful crash that was 
heard at some distance. ‘The air was filled 
with shrieks nnd a throng tumultuously 
rushed to the rescue. Body after body was 
pulled out, and, instead of being carefully 
handled, was dragged to an open space.

THE IMPERIAL, MESSAGE. 

“ After an examination of the present 
condition of affairs at home and abroad, 
we are convinced of the gravity of that con- 
dition, and it is therefore our belief that 
| the interests of the counti 
quire the adoption of a scheme whereby 
the necessary military expenses of the 
[country may be provided for and the 
| financial stability of the country at the 
| same time increased. 

“Our ideas on this subject were made 
| known to you on the occasion of the open- 
| ing of the Diet, and wo have since then 
| instructed our Ministers to introduce into 

the Diet various measures bearing on in- 

‘ereased taxation. These measures have 
already been passed by the House of Re- 
Presentatives. 

“We trust that the loral members of 
the House of Peers will not refuse to 
participate in our anxiety on this head, 
and we hope that they will at once 

| prove of our Imperial policy and thus spare 
| the country all cause for future regret.” 

This Imperial message was conreyed to- 
| night to the members of the Upper House

The matter has final- 
ly engaged the Imperial attention, and 
your Majasty has been pleased to send 
gracious message to the House of Peer: 
Sensible of his responsibility for having 
caused so much trouble to the Imperial 
mind by his failure to properly discharge 
his duties as your Majesty's chief servant, 
the undersigued now respectfully ventures 
to approach the Throne and reverently 
begs permission to put himself at the 
disposal of your Imparial Majesty.

American Tin-Plate Company, 
‘American Steel Hoop Company, 
American Sheet Steel Company, 
National Tube Company, 

American Bridge Company. 

Such of these component companies as 
had not the controlling power in the coun- 
try in their particular lines of the iron 
biisiness were yet of great size—in particu 
lar, for instance, the Carnegie Company, 
which is credited with making last year a 
net profit of $42,000,000, and the Federal 
Steol Company, its chief competitor, with 
its capital of $20,000,000. 

It is the purpose of the trust to con- 
trol the output of iron and steel in their 
various forms from the mine to the finish- 
ed_product. 

‘The billion-dollar trust will in all pro- 
bability have as its president Charles M. 
Schwab. He is now president of the 
Carnegie Steel Company, is thirty-nine 
years of age, draws a salary of $50,000 a 
year and has stock holdings in the com- 
pany amounting to $80,000,000. ‘Twenty- 
fone years ago he entered the employ of 
the company as a stake-driver in a survey- 
ing corps at a salary of one dollar a day. 
He will control, as president, $96,000 
men, upon whom 2,000,000 people are 
dependent. 

‘THE VAGARIES OF MRS. NATION. 

The State of Kansas presents now a 
curious condition of affairs and all on 
account of a woman—Mrs. Carrie Nation. 
‘The constitution of the State prohibits 
the sale of intoxicating liquors as a bever- 
age within the commonwealth, This pro- 
hibition is emphasised by statute law. 
Nevertheless saloons have for years existed 
most prominently in the large towns and 
cities and, undisturbed by any opposing 
public sentiment, the town and city 
officials have allowed them to conduct 
their business without molestation, The 
people became accustomed to the exist- 
ing conditions and thought of the pos- 
sibility of a chango never occurred to 
them. . 

Suddenly Mrs. Carrie Nation came to 
the front. She is a woman of some sixty 
years, an ardent believer in the pro- 
hibition of liquor, « woman who has said 
to have suffered from its effects in the 
ruin of a near relative. Taking a small 
hatchet one day she proceeded to one of 
the prominent suloons in the city of 
Wichita. One blow with the weapon 
broke the big plate glass window. Before 
the astounded proprietor and employees 
had time to make resistance she had 
invaded the place, swept bottles from. the 
bar, destroyed the great mirror bebind it, 
broken glasses and hacked the bar itself. 

She was arrested and taken to jail. 
The law was looked up to determine under 
what provision she should be prosecuted. 

‘Tt was found that the law gave 20 pro- 
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tection to saloon-keepers. Carrying on 


business prohibited by constitution and ; 


statute, they had no redress for injury 
to that business. Mrs. Nation was dis- 





oharged. 

‘The episode was at first regarded in the 
light of a joke. It was said that it was 
but a crazy’ woman's freak. But no sooner 








was Mrs. Nation free from jail than she 
set to work to wreck more saloons. Th 
time she had the help of snother woman 
and three were seriously damaged before 
sho was again arrested. Once more she 
was discharged. 

By this time the prohibition sympathi- 
sors were awakened. Finding that de 
ing saloon property carried with it no 
unishment they set fo work and wrecl 
ing the reserts’or warning to close in 
mediately hos become the commen thing. 
Goueral public sentiment has heen aroused 
in thei ‘our, and even the town and 
y officials are beginnins to take hold 
themselves. Tt looks as if Kansas would, 
for # time xt least, be actually a “ prohibi- 
tion State. 


























AN EXTRA SESSION. 
Tt is announced that an extra session of 
Congress will he called, perhaps next 
month, the chicf object announced being 
tho consideration of the constitution 
adopted by the people of Cuba. The main 
question is likely to be whether to accede 
to the islind’s ‘absolute independence or 
to demand the right for the United States 
of supervision over Cuba's foreign affairs. 
‘Tho constitution, which is still in process 
of framing, is expected to be completed 

about the middle of March. 
A DISAPPOINTING Co3 

‘The present Congress, which expires by 
limitation on the 4th of March, has been 
in some ways a disappointment. _ With 
the exception of the regular appropriation 
hills it has been able to pass but one mei 
sure of first importanec—the Army Te- 
organisation Bill. ‘This provides among 
other things for the increase of the army 
to 100,000 men, and for the rank of 
Lioutenant-General. General Nebon A. 
Miles, whose title has been “ Major- 
General commanding the army” has been 
appointed to the higher rank. Various 
other promotions have been made, the 
most noteworthy that of General Leonard 
A. Wood, now Governor-General of Cub: 
but with the army rank of only a captain, 
to bo a Brigadier-General. 

15 WORK. 

Congress has failed as yet to agree upon 
a revenue reduction bill but some measure 
of this kind is likely to go through. ‘The 
Dill to subsidise American steamship lines 
with the avowed purpose of encouraging 
the upbuilding of an American merchant 
marino has probably come to a lingering 
death in the Senate, though not yet 
officially pronounced dead. The building 
of the Nicaraguan canal waits upon the 
action of Great Britain on the amended 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty and there is no 
chance for any move in the present ses- 
sion. 

An attempt is to be made to pass 
the Spooner bill as an amendment to the 
Army Appropriation Bill. This is a tem- 
porary mersure authorising the President 
to exercise military and civil powers in 
the Philippines until Congress shall have 
drafted a permanent ferm of government. 
It simply postpones action by Congress, 
acting under law, to begin the work of 
setting up civil governments in the is- 
lands at his own discretion. 

BETTER NEWS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 

The latest news from the Philippines is 
distinctly encouraging. The recent dis- 
patches tell of the surrender of a consider- 
able band of insurgents and of the defeat 
and capture of others, including one of 
the higher military leaders. From the 
island of Panay recently came news that 
the natives, who have been lukewarm in

The second ordinary meeting of share 
holders in the Shanghai Ice, Cold 
Storage, and_ Refrigeration Company, 
Limited, was held on Wednesday after- 
noon (27th ultimo) at the Chamber 
of Commerce rooms in Peking Road. Th 
chair was occupied by Mr. J. Preutice 
and there were also present Messrs. © 
Buchanan, A. Shewan (Directors), J. Be 
Fife, S. H. Shorrock, Thos. Cock, Alex. 
Samson, J. M. Young, H. T. Wade, Th

N. E. Moller (Shareholders). 

Mr. Shewan having read the notice con- 
vening the meetiug, 

‘The Chairman said that as the report 
and accounts had been in their hands for 
some time he would take them as read. 
He had not much to say about them. 
They would see that the balance to the 
profit and loss account was Tis. 18,909.01 
as against ‘Tis. 5,351.03 for the previous 
year, a difference of Tis. 8.557.98. They 
iad experienced trouble with the Munici- 
pal Council during last year. The Direc- 
tors fought the Council as much as they 
could, and although they gained their case 
they would see that the Court of Consuls, 
unfortunately for them, decided that they 
were not entitled to damages. They 
hoped to have the new plant ready towards 
the end of this season. Through not 
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having the plant up as they had hoped last 
year they were not able to produce such a 
quantity of ice, and lost a good deal of 
money. But they could see that all the 
contracts accepted could be carried out to 
the satisfaction of all concerned. Any- 
thing that possibly might have tended to 
cause a complaint had now been rectified. 
The plant was now thoroughly efficient 
and in good working order, aud they turn- 
ed out far more ice than they had expected 
to produce. 

In accordance with the Articles of Asso- 
ciation, Mr. Shewan retired, but being 
eligible, offered himself for re-election. 
Mr. Osborne, the auditor, also offered him- 
self for re-election.

Mr. Shorrock—I think we must just con- 
gratulate the Directors on the stand they 
took in looking after the property of the 
Company. In nghting the Municipal 
Council for our just rights they must have 
had an extreme amount of trouble, and we 
ought to say that we appreciate it at this 
meeting (applause). 

‘The Chairman—On behalf of myself and 
my co-Directors I have great pleasure in 
thanking you for your kind expressions. 

‘A cordial vote of thanks to the Chair- 
man for presiding, accorded on the motion 
‘of Mr. Fyfe, closed the meeting.

Theso Christians had behaved nobly 
during the siege. One of them, a lad of 
thirteen, was tho first. messenger to get 
through’ to Tientsin with information as 
to the condition of the Legation, and made 
his way back at once with the earliest re- 
turn messages, a service promptly recog- 
nised by every one. Another of these 
Christians was put in charge of the Chi- 
nese who were entrusted with rifles, and 
who stood shoulder to shoulder with the 
Japanese in the deadly breaches of the 
Su Wang fu, winning the respect and even 
the admiration of the soldierly heroes who 
saved that key to our defences. With 
the permission of the Russian military 
authorities and with the aid of the United 
States Legation, Mr. Ament took posses- 
sion of a Mongol Fu near the former 
Mission premises, and as it was the head- 
quarters for the Boxers who destroyed 
those premises, it was adjudged right and 
proper by all the authority then existing 
that the contents of this Fu should be 
regarded as confiscated, and should be 
sold for the benefit of the Christians, which 





















































was accordingly doue. This is the basis 


j of the oft-repeated charge of “Missionary 
looting,” and I submit that it is a total 
misuse of terms so to style it. Of any 
| who criticise this proceeding let mo ask: 
What would you have done in the same 
circumstances?” This policy of confisca- 
mn of Boxer premises and land is pre- 
cisely that which the Chinese Government 
is itself adopting im many places, and 
judged by any standard appears entirely 
just, although not in all cases necessarily 
expedieut. “Now for the dispatch pix 
blished in the “Sun.” Te was sent by a 
correspondent who had come to China, as 
he himself explained Inter, deeply pre- 
judiced against missionaries, and who 
did not stop to consider the bearings of 
his words. What he telegraphed was the 
statement that Mr. Ament had collected 
indemnity to the amount_of one and one 
third times the value of the properly 
destroyed, the fraction representing the 
probable increased cost of rebuilding under 
present conditions, added in accordance 
with the advice of the large body of 
Americans who while yet besieged in Pe- 
king adopted the “Memorandum of Re- 
form” published in your columns last 
September. By what means this one and 
one third was expanded into thirteen we 
do not know, but it is certain that when 
a cablegram ‘came from Boston inquiring

seizing upon it, and making it, printed in 
small capitals, ‘and with varied iteration, 
the centre of a vituperative attack upon 
the personal character of Mr. Ament. He 
cites the words that this indemnity had 
been “used for the propagation of tho 
Gosnel,” and pens the following para. 
graph: “Mr. Ament’s financial feat of 
squeezing a thirteen-fold indemnity out 
of the pauper peasants to square other 
people's offences, thus condemning them 
and their women and innocent little chil- 
dren to inevitable starvation and linger- 
ing death, in order that the bloodmoney so 
acquired might be ‘used for the propaga- 
tion of the Gospel,’ does uot flutter my 
serenity ; although ‘the act and the words, 
taken together, concrete a blasphemy so 
hideous and so colossal that without doubt 
its mate is not fimdable in the history of 
this or any other age. Yet, if a layman 
had done that thing and justified it with 
those words, I should have shuddered, I 
know. ... ‘Sometimes an ordained minis- 
ter sots out to be blasphemous, When 
this happens, the layman is out of the run- 
ning; he stands no chance.” Witness the 
assumptions of which this paragraph as 
Well as the others is full. Mr. Ament ex- 
torted the money from innocent pauper 
people, whose wives and children would in 
consequence starve by a lingering death. 
As a matter of fact Mr. Ament went alone 
and unattended by a single soldier on the 
trip to which reference is made. His 
only leverage was the presence in Peking 
of a force which would ultimately enquire 
into the merits of each case. The Chinese 
hastened themselves to propose terms, 
and these are the terms which they not 
only accepted. but accepted gladly. Tho 
whole is in strict accord with Chinese law, 
as well as that of other lands, and of com 
mon sense. In China the village is res- 
ponsible for what is done in the village, 
and this no Chinese for a moment disputes. 
‘Mr. Ament courageously and at the out 
set took upon himself the risk of settling 
up some of the countless claims in advance 
of the arrival of troops, in order to save 
the Christians from starvation and bring 
about a modus vivendi between them and 
their neighbours. In this he was pheno- 
menally successful. For example in the 
city of Chochou where in previous years 
[er a long course of wise conciliation and 
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friendliness Mr. Ament had many friends, 
he was able ‘wholly unsupported to secure 
from the authorities a new chapel in place 
of the one destroyed, in unoccupied pre- 
mises, at the opening of which the magis- 
trate and the local gentry were present 
with expressions of cordiality. According 
to tho figures cited by Mark Twain, Mr. 
Ament would have collected 90,000 taels, 
whereas the total sum which he has ob- 
tained was not more than 5,000 in money 
and perhaps as much more in land, for the 
support of widows and orphans, a sum en- 
tirely inadequate. I have known Mr. 
Ament ever since he came to China in 
1877, and if my personal testimony is of 
any weight to the falsity of charges against 
his Christian character, I shall give it 
upon all occasions. In circumstances of 
great delicacy and difficulty he has borne 
himself nobly, and deserves strong com- 
mendation. “Whatever mistakes ho may 
have committed in the storm and stress 
of a period of unexampled difficulty have 
not been duo to want of probity, and ho 
is in every way above suspicion as a gea- 
tleman, and as a man.

‘The new 
scheme was that the total amount of the 
subscriptions, about Tis, 20,000, should be 
handed over to the Hospital to be spent in 
building and furnishing a new wing, whicn 
was to. be entirely under the manazement 
of certificated nurses, ‘This scheme also 
was declined by the governors of the | 
Hospirnl, on the yround that ‘Tis. | 
20,000 ‘was considered inadequate for | 
tho purpose, Under these 
the “committee hed to conside 
frame estiinates for the establishment of an 






















institution entirely separate and distinct 
from the General Ho ‘The tirst and 
xrentext difficulty was the finding of a suit- 


able site larye enouyh to wllow for extensin 
in the future, and yor coming within the 
limits of the funds at the disposal of the 
committee. As the Nursing Home and the 
services of the nurses woud be available 
for all foreigners, the © mmittee though 
it advisable to ask the Municypal Council 
informally whether a proposal for the 
coustitution of the Home on Municipal 
Land would be likely to meet with support; 
and the answer was in the atrmat 
Accordinyly the subscribers were called 
together on the 25th February, 1898, 

after henving wn account of what 
had been attempted with reg rd to the 
Hospital, they were asked whether they 
would agree t» ask the Council to accept 
the free gift of x Nursing Home, to be 
called the Victoria Nursing Institute whieh 
would benefit all classe: of the com- 
munity. Te wes felr, however, that to make 
the vifer to th: Council worthy of the 
British community, and of the occasion 
which it was meant to celebrate, a large 
sum, in fact not less than Tis. 25,000, 
should be collected. It was considered 
most important that an institution of 
the sort should have a certain proportion 
of freo beds; and free beds meant of 
course diminished revenue. But the meet- 
ing felt confident that the community 
would respond liberally to an appeal which 
would enable the Institute to carry on its 
work on the lines proposed, and the meet- 
ing agreed to offer the money to the Coun- 
cil for the erection of the Home, with a 
stipulation that it should contain a cer- 
tain proportion of free beds. At the 
annual ratepayers’ meeting which was held 
on the 1th March 1898, Mr. Wade Gard- 
‘ner moved the following resolution: 

‘That the incoming Council be authoris- 
ed to accept from the subscribers to the 
Jubilee Memorial the gift of a Nursing 
Home to be erected on Municipal proper- 
ty and to be called the Victoria Nursing 
Tnstitute, on condition that some free 
beds will be provided therein when pa- 
















































tients are admitted.” That resolution 
was adopted with acclamation. ‘The Com- 
mitteo at ouce set to work to procure de- 


signs and estimates, and it was found that 
the cost of a suitable building would not 
be less than about Tis. 28,000. It was felt, 
that, if the Institute was to be built at 
all, it must be built well, and be sufficient- 
Ip large to enable all classes of residents 
to receive the benefits of the services of 
trained nurses, as well as to secure the 
training of purses locally, which was one 
of the aims of the Memorial. To accom- 
plish this, and to provide for contingen- 
cies, a considerable addition to the sub- 
scription was required, and the subscribers 
were therefore called together in Febru- 
ary, 1899, and were asked to authorise the 
Committee to accept contributions from 
donors of all nationalities. The British 
community had given Tls. 22,000 and as 
the institute would benefit the sick of all 
nationalities it was decided to appeal for 
the sympathy and support of the whole 


























community. The plans and estimates for 
| the building had now been pre- 
pared by Mr. ¥ who not 
only prepared arawings 


and specifications free of cost to the sub- 
scribers, but voluntarily undertook to 
supervise the erection of the entire build- 
ing. It will be readily understood what 
a great amount of time and trouble must 
be given to an undertaking of this sort, 
and I feel that we are all under a deep 
obligation to Mr. Mayne for the great, I 
may say invaluable, assistance he has 
given us. Mr. Mayne’s estimate for the 
building, with drainage, and electric and 
water fittings, was Tis. 28,370, and it was 
hoped that, in addition to the Tis. 22,000 
already subscribed, another eight or ten 
thousand taels might be procured. The 
Ladies of Shanghai now came forward 
to our assist: and organised a Bazaar 
which was a brilliant success and realised 
the substantial sum of $15,418.50 In 
the meantime the appeal to the firms and 
residents of non-British nationality had 
been answered liberally, and the com- 
mitteo felt justified in’ signing, on the 
10th October, 1899, the contract for the 
Building of the Home at a cost of Ts. 
30,500 for the building, and Tls. 3,379 
for drainage, electric, and water fittings, 
etc. The building was shortly afterwards 
commenced, and the committee had the 
satisfaction of finding that, not only 
could they pay for the building out of tho 
funds subscribed, but that there was 
sufficient surplus to enable them to pro- 
cure furniture and a first rate outfit of 
surgical instruments, drugs and all the 
numerous medical accessories required to 
fit up the Nursing Home in the best pos- 
sible manner. The total amount of 
money raised, with interest, has reached 
the very substantial figure of over Tis. 
42,000, and I think that the total value 
of the property, including the land, the 
building, and its contents, is about ten 
thousand pounds. As there are still a 
few bills to be received for fixtures I can- 
not furnish a complete statement of 
accounts to-day, but hope to be able to 
do so very shortly. I may mention that 
the internal arrangements of the build- 
ing have been planned and carried out 
under the special supervision of Dr. 
Stanley, the Health Officer, and of Miss 
Campbell, the Matron, and I think that 
you will be satisfied, when you go over the 
building, at the conclusion of this meet- 
ing, that, within the limits of space, and 
money at the command of the committee, 
a thoroughly satisfactory little hospital 
has been provided for the foreign com- 
munity of Shanghai. There is but one 
point more to mention, and that a sad 
one, but it would not be right to omit any 
reference to it. The great Queen, whose 
Diamond Jubilee caused the birth of this 
memorial to her name, has not survived 
to learn what has been done in her 
honour by her subjects in this far distant 
spot, but, although we are now mourning 

















for her loss, we may feel some satisfaction 
in the possession of a memorial which will 
perpetuate her great and glorious name 
for ever to the residents of Shanghai. 

Mr. Hewett, I now, on behalf of the 
Committee and the subseribers, deliver 
to your charge, on behalf of the rate- 
payers and the public of Shanghai, the 
pessession of this building, and its’ con- 
tents, and this box containing the records 
of the Victoria Nursing Home.

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THE LOSS OF THE CITY 
OF RIO DE JANEIRO. 


—-— 

The perticulars of the loss of the un- 
fortunate mail steamer that have come to 
hand this week go very far to show there 
were no valid reasons to blame Captain 
Ward, or the owners of the ship for having 
manned her with a Chinese crew. There 
hhad been a dense fog all night and on the 
morning of the accident, and a smooth 
sea, so that there were no breakers to 
give warning of hidden dangers, and the 
Fessel was in charge of a pilot who bad, 
no doubt, brought in hundreds of ships. 
The ship lay to until 4.30 a.m., and Qua 
termaster Lindstroem gave evidence that 
the lead had been carefully used while 
the ship was coming iu, and that the 
soundings taken a moment before the 
ship struck showed a depth of water more 
than sufficient to float a vessel double 
the draught. Fog signals were given and 
every possible precaution taken against 
accident, 

Under the circumstances it strikes one 
as particularly ungenerous that pilot 
Jordan, who was saved, should have en- 
deavoured to throw the blame upon the 
captain who made no attempt to save him- 
self, but bravely went. down with his ship. 

Jorday’s story is to the effect that 
when the ship had entered the Heads the 
fogs enveloped her. He_ notified the 
captain that it was unsafe to proceed, 
but the latter ordered him to yo ahead. 
The captain's order was obeyed, and 
therein the pilot confesses himself at 
fault, for from the moment he took the 
ship in hand his authority in all matters 
pertaining to her navigation was supreme, 
and he was responsible for her safety, and 
the lives of the people aboard her. 

That there should be some confusion 
when the ship struck is very natural, and 
that would have happened on any ship. 
no matter how well drilled the crew might 
be, for the drill camnot extend to the 




















case, the pilot was in comu

< orders. On the contra 
seems that the ship was navigated with 
all possible care, and that the accident 
was due to causes that human foresight 
cannot render inoperative, although each 
case may offer suggestions how life might 
have been saved, and such suggestions 
reflect no discredit upon any one, but 
in the interest of all concerned. 

And the most primitive idea _is 
generally best adapted to be carried 
into practice. Such an idea is suggested 
by the floating spar, and in many of the 
modern ships it” has been adopted. 
amongst other appliances for saving life, 
in the shape of life rafts which can be 
quickly detached. Such lifo rafts can 
easily” be stowed under the boats, also, 
when at sea, inside of the bulwarks, and, 
in various sizes, almost anywhere on board 
of a ship, and the alumininm cia 
suggests a very good pattern for life rafts 
made of light but strong air-tight. ste 
tubes, on which appliances for the 
erection of low sheet stecl bulwarks could 
easily be fixed, if considered necessary. 
on both sides, and in which compartments 












































for water, provisions, lights, etc., coul 
easily “be made. ’ Each <ide, indeed, 
might, at the outset, be furnished with a 





low iron handrail which persons struggling 
in the water might grasp. The mere 
sight of such life rafts, and perhaps drill 
with them at the outset of a rorage, 
would inspire passengers with a degree of 
confidence that would prevent any mad 
rush for the boats, and, in the case of an 
accident involving any possible danger 
to life, a number of those rafts might he 
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Taunched at once and kept alongside 
of the ship with painters, so that even if 
a boat got swamped or capsized the people 
struggling in the sea could reach them. 
‘A-couple of thousand dollars would be 
sufficient to ‘provide each ship with such 
life rafts, and it is evident that the ships 
provided with them would take the pas- 
senger trdae from ships without them. 
‘An advertisement to the effect that such 
and such a ship is provided with life rafts 
for say 300 or 500 passengers, or whatever 
the figure may be, and boats for so and «0 
m: passengers, would soon tell its 
story in the receipts.—" Eastern World.”

No lead was heaved 
and no soundings of any sort were taken 
before the ship struck. It appears that 
Col. Olcott, the well-known theosophist, 
was not after all on board the Rio. He 
travelled to Honolulu by that vessel and 
there stood over a few days for the Coptic, 
arriving safely on the 25th of February— 
three days after the wreck of the Rio de 
Janeiro. A newspaper account of the dis- 
aster says that the fate of Consul-General 
Rounseville Wildman, his wife and their 
two children, makes a sad story. A boat had 
been launched and lay alongside. A ladder 
was rigged and Mrs. Wildman stood by the 
gavgway. Pilot Jordan begged of her to 
get in the boat. She stood irrosolute for 
an_ instant and asked for her children. 
“They'll be all right,” shouted Jordan. 
He had one of them in his charge and Mr. 
Wildman had the other in his arms, At 
that moment the vessel plunged and listed 
violently. All those who were standing by 
the side were thrown headlong into the 
water. ‘The boat was swamped and Mr. 
and Mrs. Wildman and the two children 
Were not seen again. 

According to the narrative of Capt. 
Jordan, the pilot, given to Press repre- 
xentatives on the day of the disaster, the 
loss of the steamer could not have been 
foreseen. According to his story tho 
vessel drifted half « mile broadside in the 
fog that enveloped the home-bound 
steamer like a pall, and uo man.could hare 
judged either the direction or the. velocity 
of the invisible current that changed. her 
course and sent her on tho Fort Point 
ledge. Pilot Jordan’s story was as fol- 


lows:

On the bridge with mo were Captain Ward 
and the chief officer, second officer and two 
quarter-masters. The steamer was run- 
ning at half speed, or making about four 
miles an hour against the tide, when sud- 
denly, at about 5 o'clock, a thick bank of 
fog came down upon us, which we passed 
through. Immediately afterwards the 
steamer ran into a dense bank, which had 
come down suddenly, and this made us 
entirely helpless. We were then in the 
middle of the channel, and before the fog 
enveloped us I had taken bearings from 
Point Bonita light. There was nothing to 
do after the fog settled but try to keep 
in the channel and hold our course. 

“Twenty minutes after our vision kad 
been cut off by the dense fog, the steamer 
struck and slid up on a ledge with terrific 
force. The shock was so pronounced that 
T knew that great damage had been done 
to the steamer, Captain Ward immedi- 
ately turned to me and asked, “What shall 
we do now, Captain? 

“Got out all the boats immediately,’ I 
replied, and he jumped down to the deck 
to direct their launching. His orders were’ 

i but with n loud voice. There 
man during the terrible few 
ininutes that followed than Captain Ward. 
The other officers on the bridge left when 
I did, which was almost at the same time 
as Captain Ward. ‘The captain was here, 
there and everywhero about the decks, 
rousing passengers and getting them out 
of their rooms, and hurrying up the boats. 
I went aft to the doctor's boat, on the port’ 
quarter, and found that it had just been 
Jaunched, under the direction of the sur- 
geon, Dr. O'Neill, He and all the officers 
and crew behaved admirably. ‘There is 
absolutely no fault to be found with the 
actions of any man who was connected 
with the Rio. The discipline, under the 
circumstances, was great, and intense ex- 
citement prevailed among many persons. 

“T stopped where the doctor's bon 
been launched, and a man asked we to 
help save his wife and child, I have since 
been told that he was Consul-General 
Wildman, from Hongkong. The wor 
was in great distress. She had her little 
son, about 7 years old, with her. A rope 
ladder extended over the side to the small 
boat, and I succeeded in getting the wo- 
man’ down the ladder. ‘The husband was 
looking out for himself. i 
Je boy, I placed his arms aronnd my 
neck and ‘told him to hold fast, and then 
started down the ladder. This was per 
baps fifteen minutes after we struck. Tho 
steamer had already filled considerably, 
and was listed strongly to port.

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COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


(From Messrs. Noal, Murray & Co. Piece Goods Trade Report of 2nd April.) 


S,—Notwithstanding a lonzer interval than usual has elapsed since the last report was written there ig little or nothin 
eee pr eartes Tay oot market, Never Uefore do wo recollect such an utter absence of enquiry at this season of the year, the trade 
teing inva arate of absolute stagnation at the moment—certainly as regards fresh business, but on the other hand clearances of 
former purchases are going on quite satisfactorily. ‘The dealers aver that they are awaiting news of the reception of the goods they 
shipped last week to Tizsrts, comprising about 2,500 Bales American, 3,000 Bales Yarn and 2,500 Packages miscellaneou 
‘rhea should be here very shortly now. It is evidently expected to be not unfavourable, as they are talking of sending up a larger quant 
they see any inducement. ~The shipments to NeWwcawaxo were unfortunately, apparently through some misunderstanding, 
sit bofore that market was ready for them, very few of the merchants being ‘prepared to trade and little or no return cargo awaitiug 
shipment, consequently the goods had to be sacrificed and telegraphic instructions sent down to delay shipping further supplies. Wo

After 
Lululy depressing the feeling here by touting for business, Manufacturers in the Srazes have apparently grasped the situation and 
are now quiotly waiting for offers to come from this side. 

At the lower prices establthed a good demand for Yarns has been net with and quite a respectablo quantity of Txpyax and Local 
spinnings has fouad buyers, for the most part for Szxcutew and the YaNorszs markets, he increased demand for Yarn seems to 
Pave induced holders to raise their quotations for Cotton about five mace, which has bad the effect of stopping all enquiry, and at the 
close there are signs that a decline is imminent.

Fancy Goods.—With the exception of some enquiry for Turkey Reds, of which sales to the extent of 100 cases have been effected for 
prompt delivery, business is as dull with these goods as the plain staples. At Auction Fast Black Cotfon Iatiane continue to droop. 


Woolleng.—There is nothing doing privately, At Auction the texdenoy. was slightly firmer for most descriptions, more particulerly 
‘Lone Bis and Sraxisn Sraires, but prices have reached a very low level. 






















Cotton Yarn.—Isp1ax.—With the larger supply on hand Importers have seon fit to cultivate the demand, and by making some concession 
in prices a fair amount of business has gone through.
